It may be interesting to the American 
reader at the present umw to know what 
the empire of France acoosapUsoed is the 
Russian War, aa regiida. the traeapoit^ 
tion of troops, war materials and food for 
Boldiera. Woin the distance from France to 
the Crimea is considered, aearty fl,400 ailee, 
the eonclnaion arriv^ at by all most be, that 
the reecnrcts of the French i>eopIe are in- 
deed brge. 

By the report of the French Minister of 
Wsr made to the Emperor Napoleon daring 
the year 1856, it is stated that Franer aent 
over to engage in the war against 'Roseia, 
309,268 said iers, and 41,974 h^ rsrs, of which 
nnmber'abeet onc-stx'.h ember^ed from Al- 
geria, and nesrlf al th>: rest Irom France. 
More than 67,000 toldi< rs di U up to the live 
of the evacnv.io3 of the Russian and Turkish 
terrtc>rie*,and this number is raised to nearly 

70.000, by including men missing on various 
aceoants. 

There were 146 000 French soldiers In and 
near the Crimea on the day when the treaty 
of peace wav signed. Oi he horses, about 
9,000 returned to France, and the greater part 
of the rest were acid to ibe Turkish 'Govern- 
ment; for the French had not a vary severe 
lo6S cf hors^ during the wir. 

The troops scsembling froMi different parts 
of France eocamped teni(joraiiiy near the rall- 
waya leading to Mar=eUles, which town they 
did not enter until the transp^ rta were ready 
to receive them. A military eommissioB, 
composed of tfllcers of all arms, examined 
every transport ship, and determined bow 
many men, horses or s.ores cen'd be conve- 
niently placed in each, as we‘l as making ar- 
rangements for the health cf the men during 
tbs voyage. 

The munitions and supplies for two yeare 
and a half of service for such an army at 
such a dlsUnce were necesoarily vast — com- 
prising, os they did, battle and siege weapons 
of all kinds; the food, forage, ciothieg, tenta 
and harness lor horses and men; tools sad 
implenseats required for encamping rather 
than tor fighting; and the ambnlsacev. medi- 
ciacB and other requirements for the sM and 
wcunded. 

The great guns, howitzers and mrrtara.wsre 
not lees than 644 in number, beside 603 coifl- 
uibnted by the navy, and 140 Turkish guas of 
various kinda. Th>ro were more than Kh) 
gun-carriages and nearly as msuy •mmuni— 
tion wagons and vehicles of other ki-'da per- 
taining to anillnry operatiooa. AH these 
were for siege purpoaea. The lighter artille- 
ry for field service presented a farther store of 
gun carriages and vehicles, making the vast 
t >tal of ab nt 1,700 pieesaol earn m, and 4,800 
wheel vthie’es required for their service. 

The missiles to be vomite>l forth by theso 
instr aments of deitmction were numbered 
by miUions ratht r than by thonaands; 3,000,000 
cannon bails, shrllj, A'c ; 10 000,000 pounds 
of gunpowder in barrels, and 66,000,000 ball 
cartrieges for muskeU and rifles. The weight 
of war materiel was estimated at 50,000 tmt s— 
all carried by sea Irom France to tbe'Crimea. 

To the above may be added 14,000 tuus of 
picks, shovels, boring tools, sand bigs. Iron 
bars, palisades, cAeoaut dg /rite, canvas, min- 
ing powder, tents, tar, and wooden bats. 
Among the largest iteae were 900,000 aamd 
bags, sod 3 000 wooden hnu. 

The food sent eat to the French army in- 
eluded, among many amalier items, 50,0C0,- 
000 pounds of flour, 7.0C0 000 ponnda of pre- 
served beef, 14,000 ( 00 poun& of salt meat 
and lard, 8,000 000 pounds of rice, 900 
pounds of cuffee and 6.000,000 pounds uf sn- 
gar; these, with 18,(X)0 heao ot live cattle and 
3,500,(XX) gallocs of wine, were the main 
supplies for provisioning the t~oops. N any 
100,0(X) pounds of comi>r<8sed vegetables were 
among ihe smallor itemv. The hor-ie food, 

170.000. 000 pounds of hay and 180,000,000 
poaaOB of cats and barlet; 4,000,000 pouDt.s of 
wood, for fuel; 40.000.000 ponnda cf coal, eaar- 
coal and cokt; 150 ovens to bake the food; 
140 hsy presses; all helped to make up tba to- 
tal of 500,000 lutts we ght sent out, icl uing to 
food, fodder and fuel, requiring 1,800 voyages 
of ships to convey then to the Eist. 

There were 800 000 horse shoes and 6,000,-

They had no other merit they could claim, 
and wisely shunned all the issues involved in 
their creed, and depended on only one — that 
they were for the Uoion, People are very 
furgctfol of the past. These sums men, whose 
patriotism is so intense, never concealed their 
hostility to the Govemmeat before. They 
composed the only party in the post that made 
systematic attacks upon Federal laws and 
Federal power. Tbfcy are now the Govern- 
ment. It is managed iu their interests, and it 
suits them to be for it They hate the rebel- 
lion, because it is a rebellion against them. It 
is party interest to put down the rebellion, 
and hence they are for it. Never, in the his- 
tory of the country, did these men support 
the Government against party, and they never 
will do it hereafter. Now they are indebted 
to the rebellion for their success. 

What have they ever done for the good of 
the country unless th'j eculd subserve the 
iuterests of pzityV And what wrong have they 
net done? 

They have been tbe chiefs in a sectional 
quarreh They got up a sectional party. They 
perverted the purpose of the Constitution by 
electing ,a President on purely sectional 
grounds. To be sure they had a right to vote 
as they pleased lor President — a constituticnal 
right; but shall individuals do all tbe mean 
things they have a legal right to do? They 
were warned of const queuces. If they would 
listen to no reason, but enderuke to govern 
tbe country on the basis of hostility to one 
section, u hat is more natural than a rebell- 
ion?

Still tbe people are very forgetful of the past.

Their accession to power was the occasion ot 
civil war. Ihey have involved lbs country In 
an overwhelming debt to anpport a war that 
could not have been gotten up if they had sot 
obtained p>ower. The country should recol- 
lect Ibis. No matter who is to blame for tbe 
rebellion. We do not excuse rebels; but the 
fact is, this rebellion could not have started 
without this Ri publican party. Their success 
has cost the country more calamities than any 
conutry has tnffered. Bnt granting that they 
were excused fur persisting with their morals 
and their conscience, and that the difficulty 
has come without their guilt, how have they 
managed to get tbrongh the dlfficnlly? Have 
they obeyed Conslitntions and laws when 
waging war to mske others obey them? What 
laws, human or divine, have they not broken? 
When was a war waged with more corrup- 
tion and rascality aboanding everywhere? 
When was ever less done with such means? 
They have got bold of an immense inherit- 
ance, which they seem to consider themeeives 
entitled to squander sway. And when war 
shall have made opportunities lor peace, 
where is the restoration of our institutions? 
Where is the prospect of any result bnt the 
necessity of boldirg by arms what arms have 
cerquered? 

There is still a greater task ahead than war 
upon the rebellion. It is the usk of restora- 
tion — of building np what is broken down and 
despoiled. Are we, like Russia or Austria, to 
bold a Poland or a Hungary with the sword?

A New Theological Ina. 

It will he remembered that Rev. Charles 
Beecher, of Mass, (and brother of Henry 
Ward), was recently tried before a conncil of 
clergymen, on the charge of holding and pro- 
mnlgaiing heretical doctrines. The conncil 
adjudged him to be guilty; but the church of 
which he was pastor sustained him, as did 
also Rev. EJward Beecher. The following is 
aa abstract of Mr. Bee Cher’s new theology, as 
exponnded in bis sermons. We suppose that 
aneweec^ embracing the belief that “Satan 
was an elder brother ol Christ’s,” will soon 
spring into existence : 

“We were all created in a previous world, 
and were drawn into apostscy by the follen 
angels.

It was proposed to 
Lucifer to become our Redeemer. He re- 
fused. (}ad then chose a younger brother, 
who proved willing. To him was added the

“As it seemed doubtful whether Christ 
cocld do this work that Lucifer refused to do, 
he, Lncifer^remained iu Heaveu, after bis re- 
tu^, till (Jhrisi’s resurrection. Lncifer was 
not expelled while be could raise a doubt _ 
whether this redemption could be accom- 
plished.” “On this point,” says the parson 
who communicated this to the B^ton Record- 
er, “I am glad to be able to quote Mr. Will- 
iams’ report in the Traveller, lor the secend 
day of the council. He was present through- 
out that day, and heard Mr. Beecher’s defense. 
As be afterwards became a member of the 
conncil and voted to snstain bim; his report 
cannot be regarded as doing Mr. Beecher any 
injastice.

There is a Chaplain D., well equipped with 
heart bal no head “to speak ot," and, with 
tbe purest intentioAs, a perfect provocative 
to evil. It was n*zl to impossible for a man 
to pnt tbe best side out when he was by; a 
cambrons two-footed dimchylnm plaster, he 
drew every body's iirtlrmities to the snrface. 
I think tbe regiment grew ddly worse and 
worse, and where he was, words were sore to 
be the dinitut. Jokes tbe coarsest, deeds tbe 
most unseemly. Tbe day before the battle of 
Cbickimaog* the regiment bad signed, 
almost to a man, a paper inviting him to re- 
sign, bnt on the days ot tbe battles be tbrsw 
off hie coat and carried water to bis men all 
day. In the hottest places there was 
Chaplain D., water here, water there, aaaiatieg 
tbe wooed^, aiding the surgeons, a very 
minister of merry. I need not add that tbe 
“lovitatatioa" lighted the fire under some- 
body's coffee kettle on Monday night. Tbe 
Chaplain bad s track tbe right vein at last; 
tbe boys bad fonnd sometbing to respect and 
to love in him, and tbe clergyman’s fu'.nre 
umuinoBS was insured. Tbe bond between 
Chaplain and mea was sealed on that field 
with honest blood, and will bold good nntil 
doomsday. 

One noble Illinois Chaplain, who died in 
the hamcM, used to go ont at night, lantern 
in band, among the blended heads of the 
battlefield, and as he went, you would hear 
his clear, kind voice, “any wounded hertf" 
and so be made the terrible rounds. That 
man was idoiixed in life and bewailed in 
death. Old Jacob Tront, a Cnaplaiu ot tbs 
revolntion, and who preached, it I remem- 
ber right, a five-minntes sermon before the 
battle of Brandywtae, was the type of tbe 
man that soldiers love to honor. His faith 
was in “the word of the Lard and of Gid- 
^n.” but bis work was with tbe mnsket of 
yscob Tront I do not mean to say that the 
cbaplaia slioald step oat from the little group 
of non-coabatants that belong to a regiment, 
bat I do say that he mo»t estsbiish one point 
of contact, quicken one throb of kindred 
feeiing between the men and himself, pr his 
location is as emp^ of all bleuings and hon- 
or as the old wiae-lfisks ot Hercnlaneam. 



A Battle. 

Victor Hugo thus describes a battle: 

A certain amount of tempest is always 
mingled with a battle, quid obaeurum, quid 
dimnuM. Every historian traces to some ex- 
tent the lineamenu that please him in tbe 
hnrly bnriy. Wnatever the combinations of 
the Generals may be, the coilision of armed 
masses has iacalcnlsble ebbs and flows. In 
action tbe two ydans of the leaders enter into 
each other, and destroy their shape. Tbe 
line of battle floats and winds like a thread; 
the streams of blood flow UlogicsUy; tbe 
fronts of armies nodnlat^; tbe regiments in 
advancing or ratiring from capes or gnlfs and 
all theae rocks are continnally shi fling 
their poeition. Where infaniry wan, artillery 
arrives; where artillery was, cavalry dash 
ia; tbe battalions are smoke. There was 
sometbing there, but when yon look for it it 
has disappeared; tbe gloomy masses advance 
and retreat; a species of breath from the 
tomb Impeu, diives back, swelTs and dis- 
perses thaee tragic mnlUtudes. What is battle? 
Aa oaciFaUow. To paint a battle, those pow- 
erfnl painters who have ehaoa in their peaciia 
are needed. Geometry ia deceived, and the 
barricaae alone ia trne. Civilized nationa, 
eapccislly at the preaeat day, are not elevatea 
or debiaed by the good or evil fortune of a 
Captain, and their apectfic weight in the hn- 
thmily reNlta Iroas aoasething more 
tnanabaula. Their honor, dignity, enlight- 
enment, and geahia, are not numbeiu which 
thoae gamblers— heroea and conanerora— can 
aiake in the lottery of battla. Vary often a 
battla lost ia progreea gained, and lesa of 
glory, mart of liberty!

There would seem to be a determinstion on 
tbe part of a class of correspondents sot to 
nederstand the requirements of tbe postol act 
of laal March, respecting tbe franking privi- 
lege and the forms to be observed in adarees- 
ing rnatter entitled by law to pass free in Ae 
ma<l : 

Firs'. — No private citizan, high or low, can 
send a letter or doenmeot of any kind, or any 
other thing, to any officer or pnblie man at 
Washington nr elsewhere (excepting to mem- 
bers of tbe Cnlted States Senate and House 
ot Representatives) without prepaying the 
full postage thereon, whether such matter is 
upon official bosineM or oAerwise. He must 
prepay letters to Ae President of tbe United 
Suies, his Cabinet officers, and all others in 
public stations, with t^e above exceptiOBS. 
The fraskiog privilege of members of (3on- 
gress has not been materially changed, and 
covers all correspondence to and from Aem 
as heretofore. 

Second — All persons employed in the Gov- 
ernment service may send official letters free 
to the department at Washington wiA which 
they aie cfficiHly connected, and to no oAer 
department, prorided they write or print the 
w. rds “cfficlal bnslne«B'’on the envelope of 
Ae leitrr, and also sign their name and official 
designation thereto. If these words or signa- 
tures, or either of their ,b« onjltied,snch lette a 
must be rent to the Dtsd Lcifc?!* Offlce,which, 
we regret to say.bappens doily in postof- 
flees. Some of these nnlocky missiv<.B And ps)} 
cels are addresaedto President LlBC 0 id,C.!i 6 Sec- 
retary of the Nivy, Secretary of War, A'^ju | 
tant Oeneral.tjaartermaster General and otb«.r 
high cfficiala. Na donbl some of them are 
written by private citizana (who, it has al- 
ready bera shown, must prepay everyAlng 
they mail), and others by public officers, who, 
from ignorance of the law or carelessness, do 
not comply wiA tbe prescribed modes of 
frankiag, or fell to confine their ose of tbe 
freak to their own departments. An officer 
of Ae army, for instance, cannot send free to 
Ae Navy Depsftment, nor can a postmaster 
frank to Ae Treasnry Department.
